Chapter, had delivered to his . Fol- 
lowers, the great Principles of the 
Goſpel Diſpenſation, in a more clear and 
exact Revelation of the Unity of the God- 
head, of the loſt and mortal Condition of 
Man by the Tranſgreſſion of Adam, and 
of his Redemption and Reſtoration to Life 


and Immortality by Faith in the Meſtah. 


_ HavinG thus taught them what they 
were to believe, he proceeds, in this and the 
following Chapters, to ſhew- them what 
they were to practiſe; introducing his Ser- 
mon on the Mount, and ſo connecting the 
two great Parts of his Inſtiturion with all 
the Art of learned Diſpoſition, by thefe 
Words of my Text, Let your La /@ 
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2 A SERMON preached at the 
ſhine before Men, that they may ſee your 
good Works, and glarify your Father which 


16 in Heaven. As much as to ſay, The 
| « Uſe you are to make of the ſuperior 


e Knowledge already taught you, is to il- 
C luſtrate and perfect thoſe Virtues I am now 
<« about to lay before you; that, from thence, 
4 may ariſe, what is the legitimate End of 
< all human Actions, Glory to God. 


THIS is the general Senſe of the Words. 
But the Equity, the Importance, the Neceſ- 
ſity. of the Precept, do well deſerve a more 
particular Illuſtration.

Let your Light ſhine before Men. By Licur, 
as appears from what: I have juſt obſerved: of 
the Diſpoſition of the Precept with regard to 
What precedes and follows it, muſt needs 


be meant Anawleage, or the Participation 
of Truth. And the Figure is extremely 


natural, and of the ſtrongeſt Import: For, 
what Light is to the Eye, that, Knowledge 
is to the Mind: On which Account, it is a 
Metaphor that runs through all Languages, 
but has a peculiar Grace and Energy in this 


_ Application ; the great Author of our Faith 


being ſpoken of by the inſpired Men of old 


under the fame ns Characteriſtic, as, 


we.

A Truth t to the People. 
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That there ſhould come a Star out of Jacob 
— That the Morning Star on high had 


wifited us — and that the Sun of Righteouſ. 
veſs fhonid ariſe win healing in his Wings. 


By this Light” s ſhining before Men, is 
meant, That it ſhould be diffuſive to all, as 
the Nature of Light is in itſelf, which ſends 


forth its Rays on all Sides around, that it 


ſhould be communicated to all, as Light! is in 
its Uſe and Application amongſt Men; for, 


as Jeſus ſays, in the Words immediately pre- 
ceding my Text — Neither do Men light 


a Candle to po it . a Buſtel but — 4 
Candleſtick. 


Bur rightly to apprehend the Reaſon of 
Jeſus's giving an expreſs Precept fot the doing 
what appears fo natural for his Followers to 
do, and fo reaſonable that they ſhould do, 


ve muſt conſider the State and Condition of 1 


Truth, at the Publication of the Goſpel; 


where we ſhall find, that the Socictics of tlie 


Wiſe and Learned, in the Schools of the | 
Philoſophers, and in the Colleges of the 
Prieſts, from whence iſſued the voluntary 


and appointed Inſtructors of Mankind, had 
Imbibed, from one another, moſt inveterate 


Prejudices concerning the Communication 


K2 IN. 
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IN their ſacred Fraternities, partly to hide 
the Weakneſs of the national Religion, and 
partly to preſerve the Veneration for, and to 
increaſe the Gain of, the Prieſthood, every 
thing was wrapped about with Myſtery, and 
hut up within the Cloyſters of their Tem- 
ples. The Books that contained the Doc- 
trine and Diſcipline of Religion, were care- 

fully ſequeſtered from common Eyes; and 
the inquiſitive Tempers. of the Vulgar re- 


| ſtrained and checked by that magiſterial 
Wen.

So conſtantly repeated on every eiern ce. 
lebration of their ſacred. Rites. 


Tux fame incommunicable Spirit rs 
Yailed in the Schools of their Philoſe 

Theſe deſpiſed the People, juſt as their rede 
impoſed upon them; and owning no Rela- 
tion to the groſs. Body of Mankind, they 
ſoon perſuaded . 3 to think, that the 
Doctrines and Speculations of their Schools 
were of a Nature too excellent to come into 
the Markets and Aſſemblies of the Vulgar. 
Hence aroſe all their ſolemn Sanctions of 
Secrecy, by which they reſtrained their Fol- 
lowers from communicating their Know» 
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ledge to any out of their own Sect or Pro- 
feſſion. | 


Tuus ſtood the Pagan World with re- 
ſpect to Truth. Amongſt the 7eus, that 
great Body, which had all the Learning and 
Power of the Nation in their Hands, called 
the Phariſees, had like wiſe, in Imitation of 
the Gentile Colleges of Religion and Learn- 
ing, formed themſelves into a Sect; and as 
they had borrowed many Pagan Practices and 
Opinions to pollute their holy Religion, ſo 
this in particular, of confining their Know. 


| ledge to the Walls of the Sanhedrim; for 


which they are ſo ſeverely reproved by our 


bleſſed Saviour, where he charges them with 
keeping the Door of K nowledge ſhut agaimſ 


their Na Vet ſo abandoned were they 
in their Behaviour towards the People, as 
not to be aſhamed to upbraid them for their 
Ignorance in thoſe Truths which they had 
thus injuriouſſy kept from them. Hear their 
contemptuous Reproof to the Man cured of 
his Blindneſs by our bleſſed Saviour! Do any 


of vs (ſay they) believe in him? But this 


People, who know not the Law are accurſed, 


such being the perverſe State of Things, 
zit was no wonder, Weber ſhould eſteem it 
of high Importance tothe Intereſts of Truth, 
to caution. his Followers againſt a fatal Pre- 


. judice, 
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zudice, that had ſo univerſally infected all the 
Teachers of Philoſophy and Religion. 


Bo r there were ſtill further Reaſons to 
- enforce the Precept. For the Chriſtian Faith 
hath its Advantages, and the Teachers of it 
their Obligations to promulge it, which are 
no-where elſe to be met with amongſt all the 
various Syſtems of Wiſdom and Holineſs, 
For, 


. Jo bet the Religion of Jeſus is fit for, 
and worthy of, the Knowledge and Exa- 


mination of the whole World. The ſeveral . 


Modes of Pagan Worſhip, as they compoſed 
the national Religions, were contrived and 
' framed by Lawgivers in ways that would belt 
ſerve the Ends of their ſevctal Societies; ſo 
that public Utility, rather than Truth, being 
the Object of their Inſtitutions, they were 
but badly fitted for general Examination; 
which was therefore, in conſequence, for- 
bid. But Jeſus, who had no oblique Ends 
to ſerve, his Kingdom, as himſelf tells us, 
not being of this World, delivered only pure 
and . Truth, which will ſtand the ſevereſt 
Teſt, and moſt critical Examination. 8 


21. SECONDLY, The Religion of Jeſus 
was moſt neceſſary to be communicated to 
all, as propounding to all the Terms of Sal- 
vation to be obtained only by that 1 1 
tion. 
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ſation. Unlike, in this too, to the Wiſdom 
of the antient Sages, Which contained only 
idle and fruitleſs Truths, with which the 
People had no Concern; or abſtract and 


obſcure Speculations, with which they had 


no Acquaintance. | 


3. TninDLy, The Teachers of this Re- 
ligion have the higheft Obligations freely to 


communicate their Knowledge to others. 


The Pretence on which the antient Maſters 
of Wiſdom juftificd themſelves in a contrary. 


Practice, was the Coſt and Pains they had 


been at in acquiring Knowledge. The long 
and ſtudious Application to- Letters, and the. 
painful and probationary Trials of their 


Schools, the many and dangerous Voyages they 


had undergone in Search of Wiſdom, at their 
great Expence of Fortune, Eaſe, and Health, 

ave them, as they thought, a Peculiarity in 
thoſe Truths which they had ſo often bought, 
and fo dearly paid for. Whereas the Fol- 
lowers of Jcſus had all rheir divine Wiſdom 
brought Home, and inſtilled into them, with- 


Gut Coſt or: Search, Hence it is that their 


Maſtce himſelf tells them, Freely you have 


received, freely give; that is, you have no 
Prerence to conceal or ſell that Knowledge

8 ASsxMoON preached at the 


Bor, ſurely then, theſe Chriſtian Truths, 
which have ſo many Advantages to promote 
their Publication, may well deſerve all the 
Service of human Reaſon to introduce and 
eſtabliſh them in the Minds of reaſonable 
Creatures. Accordingly we are directed 70 
ſearch the Scriptures — to try the Spirits, 
and, as in the Words of my Text, 70 let our 
Light ſhine before Men; that is, in commu- 
nicating our divine Knowledge to others, to 
illuſtrate and ſupport it by all the Force of 
human Mit and Argument. But was it, as 
the Myſtic believes, or as a late low, licen- 
tious Buffoon, under the Perſon of a Myſtic, 
pretends to believe, that it can be ſupported 
only by DivI xx Light, then had Jeſus vainly 
directed our Light to ſhine for that Purpoſe; 
then had he vainly directed it to ſhine before 
reaſonable Men, who are always to be de- 
termined by that Degree of Evidence which 
is laid before them. | 


II. Bur it was not enough for this Light 
to ſtine before Men, for the Followers of 
Jeſus to communicate their faving Know- 
ledge to the World; it was ſo to ſhine, 
that the World might ſee and underſtand the 
Virtues of its Enlighteners. And this is the 
ſecond Branch of the Precept, Let your 
Light ſo ſhine before Men, that they may 
fee. Jour good. Warks, And as, before, the 

TY 
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| Property of Light was alluded to, in the 


Command, that it /hould ſbine; ſo, here, the 
Uſe, that it ſhould ſo ſbine. For Light is 
not held forth to manifeſt itſelf, but to il- 
luſtrate ſome other uſeful Thing, which, 
without that Light, would have remained in 
Obſcurity. 


Ir is here ſuppoſed, you 5 that the 
Doctrines of Chriſtianity will lend a Light 
to good Works, whereby they may be better 
ſeen and underſtood. And this with great 
Reaſon. There are two ways of eſtimating 

moral Actions, either by the Merit of the 
Performer, or by the Benefit of their Effects. 
Now, if by the Benefit of their Effects, 
there is no need of knowing the Motive of 
the Actor, on which his Merit muſt be eſti- 
mated; in ſuch caſe, we only praiſe the 
Action for its beneficial Conſequences; or, 
if the Actor has any Share in the Applauſe, 
as his Motives may, for ought we know, 
be but Prepoſſeſſion, Habit, or Gentleneſs 
of Blood, it is ſuch kind of Commendation 
only as we give to Animals undegenerate, and 
diſplaying the good Qualities of their reſpec- 
tive Species. But, when we would eſtimate 
good Works by the Merit of the Performer, 
which is the Caſe meant in my Text, we 
are then to know the Motives of acting. 
Theſe ariſe out of the Principles of the 
Ator, and arc more or leſs noble, as the 

* Prins 
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Principles from whence they ſpring, are ſo. 
Now, the Principles, or Light of our holy 
Religion, producing the nobleſt Motives for 


good Works, which are, Love of God, and 
univerſal Benevolence towards Man; with 
great Reaſon does our Bleſſed Saviour ſup- 
poſe, that this Light will add the higheſt 
Luſtre to Chriſtian Morals, and make them, 


as he expreſſes it, ſeen, that is, ſeen in their 
full Light and Splendor. 


By this Branch of the Precept, again, it 

was our Saviour's Purpoſe to diſcriminate his 
Followers from the Pagan Prieſthood, who 
neither practiſed Virtue themſelves, nor taught 
it as of much avail to the People. If they 
were but frequent in their Temple Services, 
and exact in their ritual Solemnities, theſe 
holy Guides affured them, that the Gods were 
pleaſed, and they had done their Duty. This, 
of courſe, increaſed the Profits of the Prieſt- 


hood. For an expiatory Sacrifice was much 


cheaper than a holy Life: and Luſtrations and 
Proceſſions readier at hand, than a clear Con- 
ſcience, and a ſteady Courſe of Virtue. 


Ir was much the ſame with the Jewiſh 
Prieſthood. The Love of God and of their 
Neighbour was forgot, or made void, as our 
Saviour tells us, by their Traditions ; and 
nothing left to ſupply its Place, but new 
An. and . Faſts and ſolemn Aſe 


 ſemblies ; 
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ſemblies; which, in time, had ſo uſurped the 
Place of Virtue, as to diſpute even the very 


Name with it. 


III. B u r we have not yet the full Senſe of 
my Text. It was not enough, that the Light 
of Jeſus's Followers ſhined before Men, and 
that their good Yorks were ſeen by it. They 
wereto be ſuch good Works, as from whence 
Glory to God might reſult. Let your Light 
ſo ſhine before Men, that they may ſee your 


good Works, and glorify your Father which 


is in Heaven. And this is the third and 
laſt great Branch of the Precept. 


Ir would be the higheſt Arrogance and 
2 in wretched Man to imagine, that He, 
any of his Endeavours, could add to the 
oh ory of God, with whom eſſentially dwells - 
all Perfection for ever. But tho the Pomp 
of Ceremonies, the Servility of Proſtrations, 
the Coſt of Sacrifices, and the Dedications of 
ſumptuous Temples, can add nothing to his 
Glory; yet hath he been graciouſly pleaſed, 
ſo long as we continue Subjects to his Laws, 
to reckog the procuring and advancing our 
own mutual Happineſs, by the Exerciſe of 


good Works, as the Ae ee of his 
Proper G 42; 8 | 


Bur it is not adi in the End, but in the 


Mcans Foy I ay in the Means afforded 
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of procuring human Happineſs, that our holy 
Religion hath Advantages peculiar to itſelf in 
advancing Glory ta God. We are taught by 
this Religion, that of ourſelves, and without 
the Aſliſtance of Heaven, we can do no good 
Work; for that it is the Holy Spirit that di- 
rects us both to will and to do according to 
His good Pleaſure. God therefore being the 


immediate Giver of this Grace, all that pro- 


ceeds from it muſt be placed to his Account, 
4d to the Augmentation of his Glory. 


In this again will the Followers of Jeſus 

be diſtinguiſhed from all other Teachers. The 
Pagan and Jewiſh Prieſthood were, indeed, 
by their very Profeſſion, taught, that the 
| Glory of the Deity was to be their Aim. For 
Religion being their Employment, and the 
Odject of Religion, Gop, they could not but 
ſee, that his Glory was principally to be ad- 
vanced. But the way of doing it, they were 
both equally miſtaxen in. They placed this 
Glory, as we obſerved before, only in the 
Magnificence of their Temples, the Pomp of 
their Proceſſions, the Solemnity of their Sa- 
 crifices, and the Servility of Penances and 
Expiations. They never ſuſpected, that Peace, 
| Goad-will towards * advanced Glory to 
God m the higheſt. 


THE Philoſophers were ſtill more in : tho 
Dark as to orhis Matter. | For, tho' inone Par- 
5 | ticular 
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ticular they were not ſo blind as the Prieſts, - 


but ſaw that Virtue was infinitely preferable 
to the Pomp of ſolemneſt Sacrifice; yet, 
in cultivating the Dutics of Morality, they 
were ſo far from thinking of the G/ory of God, 
that they ſublimated Virtue for no other Pur- 
poſe than to advance the Glory of Man, 
Nor could it well be otherwiſe, in Men ig. 
norant both of the true Obligation of Mora» 
lity, and of Man's natural Inability to practiſo 
it. From which two Sources, rightly. de- 
rived, Glory to God moſt eminently reſults; _ 
For, firſt, their Motives to the Practice of 
Virtue were abſurd. and illegitimate : One 
practiſed it for the Love of Fame and Repu- 


zation; another, for the intrinſic Beauty of 


its Nature; a third, for the Benefit of its 


 Efetts; a fourth, for that the Laws of his 


Country required it; afifth, for he knew not 
why. But none practiſed it on its true Prin- 


ciple, Conformity ta the Mill of Cad, from 


whence lor to him natur ally proceeds. N 


Again, they were as much miſtaken in Man's 


Ability. They pretended that their Sage had 


the whole Exerciſe of Virtue in his Power, 


by the mere Force and Rectitude of his own 
Nature, without any Aid or Aſſiſtance from 
che Deity : Nay, the Stoics, a Sect which, 
of all others, moſt cultivated the Science and 
Practice of Marality, were ſo far from ſeek- 


ing the Aſſiſtance of Heaven, that, with an 
unmatched Extrayagance, they, placed theip 


* * 
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2 Man in a Station ſuperior to their Gods; 
aving in him ſomething of higher Strength 
po Fortitude, for that he perſevered in Vir- 
tue, amidſt a thouſand Difficulties and Diſ- 
couragements; whereas the Virtue of the 
Gods had no Temptations to ſhake it. In a 
Word, fuch utter Strangers were the Pagan 
World, in general, to the Doctrine of Pi 
vine Grace, that Cicero, the Great Cicero ! - 
the pretended Model of all Reaſon and Vir- 
tue, delivering the Sentiments of human 
Wisdom, on this Matter, expreſſes himſelf to 
this Effet: All the Commodities of Life, 
« ſays he, are the Gift of Heaven, but Virtue 
* no Man ever yet thought came from God. 
For, who ever returned him Thanks, that 
e he was good and honeft? And why ſhould 
ee he? for Virtue is properly our own Praiſe, 
« and that in which WE OURSELVES HAVE A 
& RIGHT TO GLORY. This, in ſhort, is the 
« Opinion of all Mankind, that the Goods 
< of Fortune arc to be asked of Heaven, 
but Wiſdom is to be had only from our- 
4e ſelves .. AND

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AND is this the mighty Maſter of Reaſon, 
who fo fooliſhly and impiouſly giyes God's 
Glory to weak and miſerable Man !

| Tavs, from the plain and naked Expoſi- 
tion of my Text, we may collect the ſupe- 
rior Excellence of our holy Religion, and 
the numerous Defects of all other Forms of 
Wiſdom and Godlineſs. Hear then the Sum 
of all, of all that Natural Religion teaches, 
of all that Revealed Religion commands: 
that the End of Man's Actions, is God's Glo- 
ry, and the Means, human Happineſs. Ho .] ] 
honourable therefore is it for the Goſpel, 
that that Cry, which all Nature conſpires 
to promote, ſhould not only be the pro- 
feſſed End of Chriſt 8 Religion, but thar it

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ſhould find therein the beſt and trueſt Means 
of its Advancement! 


Bur tho' Glory to God reſults tom all 
kind of good Mors, yet Reaſon and Reli- 
gion, which join to teach us this, teach us 
fill further, that they reſult from none ſo 
eminently as from the Works of Charity and 


In other Chriſtian Graces we may ſee, 
indeed, the Nature of the Deity reflected; 
bur in this, we feel the Bounties of his 
Providence adminiſtred : Thoſe,” we only 
gaze upon, as bright Emanations from the 
Source of endleſs Light and Splendor; but 
theſe we bleſs, as we would refreſhing 
Streams, which flow from the perennial 
Fountain of living Waters; and Gratitude 
aids our Admiration to make the Praiſe of 
Cod tobe glorious. 


How highly rated too theſe Virtues are, 
by the Redeemer of Mankind, we may un- 
derſtand by that Circumſtance, in the De- 
ſcription of his Second Coming to judge 
the World, when the good Works, which 
he has choſen, by Name, to dignify with the 
Rewards due to the whole Body of Chriſtian 
Virtues, are thoſe of Mercy and Compaſſion ; 
and of e in e _ ſeveral 
Degrees, 
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' Degrees, he holds Adminiſtring to the need) 
Sick in the higheſt Scale of Eſtimation. 


Sve then is the Nature of that exalted 
Virtue, which I am at this time more par- 
ticulatly to recommend to your Chriſtian 
Practice; and never are you to hope for a 
fairer Occaſion of ſhewing your Zeal for 

Cod s Gloty, than by your good Works in 

_ favour of this Charity; Tut GENERAL HG- 
SPITAL OR INFIRMARY, lately erected in this 
City; an Eſtabliſhment, ſo much more eX- 
tenſive in its Views, than enabled by its Re- 
venues, as to need this ſolemn Demand, .on / 
all ſuch, to whoſe . honeſt Hands God has | 
entruſted that Treaſure, provided by him as 
a Fund for the Diſtreſſed : But at the ſame 
time an Eſtabliſhment ſo happily projected, | 
28 to afford the ſtrongeſt rational Inducements 3 
to aſſiſt in its Support; Inducements of ſo 
peculiar a Nature, 4s will excuſe a little In- 
largement, while I recommend them to your 
ſerious Reflection.

ſuch a Life, as the Dignity of Man's Nature 
requires: Hence ariſes the Juſtice of that 
civil Property amongſt Fellow-citizens, in 
thoſe Goods now improved, which lay in 
common amongſt Men, as they were at firſt 


thrown out from the equal Hand of our 
beneficent Creok. 


As, in this, we ſee⸗ the Wi: 7 0 in 
the following Inſtance, of a contrary Diſ- 
poſition, we have as wonderful a Mark of the 
Goodneſs of our all- gracious Maſter for tho, 
as we have obſerved, the Things deſigned for 
our Support and Preſervation, in Health, 
arc laid before us rude and unprepared, and 
rather with a Capacity of becoming uſeful, 
than already fitted up for Service; yet thoſe 
Goods, that arc beſtowed by Providence for 
the Recovery of Health, which the Frailty 
of our periſhable. Nature makes obnoxious 

to various Diſaſters, are given us. ready ga- 
. thered and prepared for Uſe, and made up 
with all the heavenly Skill of the omniſcient 
Artiſt. himſelf ; as the wiſe. Obſerver may 
contemplate with no leſs Piety than Pleaſure 


on the ene e of Medicinal 
Plants 
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Plants and Vegetables, but more eſpecially 
in the wonderful Compoſition of M1nse- 
RAL WATERS. The Reaſon of this 
different Oeconomy is equally evident; for 
a ſmall Portion of common Underſtanding, 


nay even that general Inſtinct which all Crea- 
tures ſhare in, as far as their immediate Pre- 


ſervation is concerned, is abundantly ſuffi- 


cient to inſtruct Men how to apply thofe 
things deſigned by Providence for their 
Support, to the beſt Advantage of Uſe: 


But how to repair the Diſorders of ſo com- 
plicated a Machine, as the human Frame,

They then applied to Parliament for an Act to 
incorporate them, and to ſecure to them ſome Ad- 
vantages for the Service of the 'Poor in the In- 
firmary, ſuch as the Uſe of the Bath, Sc. In 
this they ſucceeded; and- the Parliament, by an 
Act, immediately ſecured to them theſe Privileges, 

and incorporated them, by the Name of The Pre/i- 
dent and Governors of the General Hoſpital or- Infir- 
mary at Bath, nominating, as the firſt Governors, 
Eighty-four Perſons, many of whom are of the 
firſt Quality and Diſtinction, and others the moſt 
"conſiderable Benefactors to this Charity; and giv- 
ing a Power to the then incorporated Governors, 
to fill up the Vacancies happening on the Deceaſe 
of any of their Members; and likewiſe a Power to 
any Perſon to become a Governor, by giving a Do- 
nation of 40 l. or upwards, to the Uſe of the In- 
firmary: By which means the Governors will al- 
ways be Perſons of Note and Property, and al- 
ways an increaſing Body: The greateſt poſſible Se- 
- curities againſt any Fraudor Miſmanagement, too 
frequently with Juſtice complained of, in thoſe who 
execute Truſts of this Nature. Out of theſe Go- 
- vernors, by Appointment in the ſaid At, Thirty- 
two are annually to be choſen, to tranſact the Buſi- 
neſs of the ſaid Infirmary; which Choice has 
hitherto always fallen on thoſe who are moſt likely 
to attend, by their being reſident in or near the 
City of Beth.

In May 1742, the Houſe was finiſhed, © and 
ready to receive Patients; and publick Notice and 
Invitations were ſent all over the Three Kingdoms, 
to inform them on what Terms Perſons are to be 
received into the Houſe ; which Terms are pre- 
ſcribed by the Act of Parliament. So deſirous 
were the Governors to give immediate Relief to 
the Diſtreſſed ; and ſo much did they depend on 
the Continuance of the charitable Diſpoſitions of 
the Publick, to maintain and provide for the Sup- 
rt of the Poor in that Houſe, (to erect which it 

ad ſo largely and generouſly contributed) that 

they open'd the Houſe to receive all Patients pro- 
perly. and regularly recommended, without any 


other Fund to rely on, but the Remainder of theſe 


Benefactions, after the Expence of the Building, 
and other neceſſary Charges, were defrayed, with 
which they purchaſed 1650/7. 7 — South - Sea 
Annuity Stock. Since the firſt Opening of the 


Houſe in laſt May, Ninety- four Patients have been 


admitted, Fourteen of which have been diſcharged 


quite cured, or greatly recovered, Ten incurable, 
and Two for Miſbehaviour. If the Number diſ- 


charged cured be thought ſmall, it is to be con- 


fidered, that all the Caſes are chronical Caſes, 


many of them old paralytick and rheumatick Diſ- 
orders of long ſtanding, with which the Pa- 


tients have laboured for want of ſome ſuch proper 


Receptacle to relieve them. There are now in the 
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Houſe Sixty- eight Patients, who depend for Sup-

There is opened a voluntary annual Subſcription 
of the principal Inhabitants of the City, and others
